NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES

Water  Supply 

The  responsibility  for  mains  water  supply  to  the  Borough  rests 
with  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company.  The  local  office  remains  at  41 
Stone  Streets 

No  major  work  to  the  mains  was  carried  out  during  the  year.

The  scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  the  sewage  works  received 
the  Council’s  approval,  schedules  were  sent  out  to  tender  and  it  is 
hoped  that  works  will  commence  early  in  1971. 

Refuse  Oollection  and  Disposal 

During  1970  a further  six  hundred  houses  in  the  Borough  were 
brought  into  the  paper  sack  scheme.  One  third  of  the  houses  in  the 
Borough  are  now  on  the  paper  sack  collection  system. 

The  Borough  refuse  is  tipped  in  the  disused  workings  of  the  Ace, 
Sand  and  Gravel  Oc^pany  at  ham  Road.

A small  addition  was  built  on  to  the  main  block  in  the  car  park  to 
provide  accommodation  for  a full-time  attendant.  An  attendant  has 
now  been  appointed.

During  1970  season  69,789  people  paid  for  admission  to  the 
pool  as  compared  with  69,792  in  1969*  527  season  arid  weekly  season 

tickets  were  issued  as  compared  with  488  in  1969.  11,169  spectators
